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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments regarding Hanson et al. 
[US. 6,442,734 B1] and Severt et al. [US 5,602,750] are not persuasive. Examiner agrees with applicant's argument that Hanson et al. 
does not teach a cradle element couplable to a portable computer system, the cradle element having a pin. Nonetheless, Examiner 
respectfully submits that Hanson et al. does teach a method for selecting an application used with a communication interface. In 
addition, Severt et al. teaches a cradle element for a hand-held unit. The Examiner acknowledges that Severt et al. teaches a cradle and 
a unit communicating via an infrarred unit. However, applicant's admission of prior art discusses a cradle element coupled to a 
computer system via a connector cable. Furthermore, Hanson et al. discloses the applicability of the method to a portable computer 
system. According to applicant's admission of prior art, a portable computer (see "palmtop") is "typically placed into a device, such as a 
cradle" (see Page 2, line 7). Examiner respectfully maintains his position. 
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
